This iris is most difficult to describe because of its many 
color shades. The center of the falls is a reddish pansy-violet, 
shading to a ruby red near the outer edge. At the edge of the 
falls, opposite the beard, the color changes to a garnet brown. 
The beard is lemon-yellow and there is considerable lemon 
coloring in the throat of the flower. The flower has some vein- 
ing in the haft and below the beard. Flowers are twice the 
size of Chantilly, with nice flaring falls and closed standards. 
Falls and standards are waved and nicely laced but with less 
lacing than is found in Carmela or Queen’s Lace. The stan- 
dards are a light, rather dull shade of pansy-violet. 


This flower has a substance found in few iris. Our intense 
Colorado sunlight and a humidity which sometimes drops to 3 
or 4 per cent often wilts many of the large newer varieties 
within a few hours or a day at most. This flower has remained 
in perfect condition for three days, when exposed to the most 
intense sun and heat. When taken inside and kept in a cool 
ploce, it has kept its form and beauty for over a week.

“HE WHO PLOWS DEEP” 


When | was a rather small lad, many years ago, | at- 
tended a small one room school, down in the sticks of south- 
re ere: In one of our readers was a verse which went 
ike this: 


“He who plows deep while the sluggard sleeps. 
Will raise grain to sell and feed as well.’’ 


Later | farmed in this country for nearly twenty years. 
The soil was not rich and was difficult to work, but I re- 
membered the little verse and always set my plows to run 
deep. In a way we prospered and learned to love this rather 
difficult country and we were sad when we were forced to 
leave it. If you wish to grow better iris, let me recommend 
that you plow deep. Do this: 


1. Dig your soil as deep as possible. Your subsoil may be 
in minerals than your top soil. Use as much of 
your subsoil as possible. 


2. Dig your soil up early, leaving it rough and scatter 
your fertilizer over it. 


3. When the weeds come up, dig your soil over again and 
mix it well. Do this often. 


4. If your soil is reasonably rich, don’t think too much 
about fertilizer. You can accomplish more with a 
spading fork than with a bucket full of bone meal. 


5. Plant your iris in August if possible. 


6. Don’t expect to grow big, fine iris if you wait until 
your plants arrive before deciding where to plant them, 


7. Don’t dig up an old iris clump and plant a new rhizone 
in the same place. You will have to bend low to see 
your flower, if you have one.
